The Constitution by Loeal Forecaster Marbury, the solid lines denote the 
and tenths of an inch, as registered by the barometer. The dotted lines show 
thermometers. The shaded area shows the territory covered by the rain ang 
sleet as described by the reports received last night. The arrows show the difection toward which the wind is tlow- 
ing. A small area over the middle northwest shows from !0 to 20 degrees warmer than at the same hour Monday 
night. There is a high barometer central over the lake region with two low ‘barometric areas, one in the northwest 
and the other in the middle gulf coast. The present storm is the resuit of the combined influence of the “high" over 
the lakes and the “‘low’’ over the gulf. This low is not of sufficient energy to force its way eastward, but simply 
acts as a feeder to the “high.’’ As shown by the arrows, the wind is being forced by the area of high pressure in a 
southwesterly direction toward the center of the ‘‘low.’’ These winds coming as they do from the Atlantic ocean 
are charged with moisture, which Is being deposited in the form of rain and sleet. The temperature in this section 
being below freezing, the rain congeals as rapidly as it falls and is responsiDle for the damage reported from all 
sides. While it must be remembered that these are the conditions reported Tuesday night, until tne ‘high’ in 
the northeast has moved away, thee is little chance for settled or clear w eather.

Wholesalers have 
sent Out orders In every direction, but as 
yet very few of the orders. have been 
filled. It was impossible to wire orders 
With the lines all down and as the mails 
are considerably delayed Atlanta has 
simply been compelled to wait. 

Proprietors of restaurants say that 
they have already begun to feel the scar- 
city of produce and that unless the pres- 
ent tie-up is relieved, they look for higher 
prices.

The telephone and the telegraph 
service of the city of Atlanta was prac- 
tically eliminated yesterday by the cold 


4~af telephone, 


rain, which, faliing in freezing tempera- 
‘ture, turned to ice the moment it struck 
wires, trees or the ground. 
| As a result of the weather onslaughts, 
| 6,000 telephones in the city of Atlanta 
‘are out of order; 236 poles have been 
ruined since Sunday night; the telegraph 
service is completely out of condition; the 
street cars have stopped running, and 
for the fourth consecutive night the cicy 
was shrouded in Stygian darkness. It 
may be Sunday before the lights will 


be turned on. 
It was not the fault of the employees 
telegraph, street car or 


lighting companies that Atlanta Was sO 
badly served. Unce more the weather 
rulers of the land were completely re- 
sponsible for the havoc wrought. 

The renewed storm came ag a@ severe 
blow to the telephone companies just 
recovering from the effects of the first 
storm, and doing their best to wipe owt 
the results of that storm of sleet. 

At Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Company’s office and at the 
office of the Atlanta Telephone and Tele. 
graph Company the.storm was viewed 
almost with horror. 

The Bell people have up to date lost 
3,400 ’phones, and the Atlanta Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. reports that 
1,600 phones are entirely out of shape. 

Atlanta Must Be Dark. 

There is little hope for light. For a 
few more days at least Atlanta citizens 
must be content to pick their way home- 
ward through dark streets, and try to 
dodge street.cars, fallen trees, and fallen 
‘telephone and: telegraph. wires. | 

The Atlanta telephone and telegraph 
officials report that they must have 
more time to répair their broken wires, 
and that even with the best of weather 
it will be Sunday hefore they -will be 
prepared for the turning on of the lights. 

The Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company did its best yesterqay to 
cope with the situation, the employees 
of the company working like beavers all 
day. 

Manager Roberts made arrangements 
yesterday with the different hotels in 
the city to take care of, the telephone 
' girls, and last night. every girl who de- 
' sired was sheltered and fed at the ex- 
| pense of the company. 

| The Atianta Telephone Company suf- 
fered badly at the hands of the storm. 
‘The employees of the company had 
been doing their utmost to clear away 
the wreckage of the storm of Sunday 
night and Monday morning. Yesterday 
their labors went for nothing, and today 
they will be obliged to make a fresh 
start.

The Associated Press was an- 
other sufferer from the storm, and ....8 
morning little outside news is available 
to the people of Atlanta. 

J. M. Stevens, superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, gave 
out the following statement yesterday 
afternoon: 

“The wires are badly prostrated in all 
directions from Atlanta, due on account 
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sleet. We have 200 men at work, and 
had the wires in-a reasonah'- gerd con- 
dition last night. The rain which fell 
after dark last night caused more uam- 
age than on the previous nights. 

‘“‘We have about 200 men at work on 
the different routes, making a fresh start 
this morning, and there are something 
like 300 men on the way here, 

“Every effort is being put forth to 
get the wires temporarily repaired. It 
wil] take several thousand poles and 
some time to put the lines back in the 
; condition that they were before the 
| disaster.” 

Manager Roberts Talks. 

| Manager Roberts, of the Southern Bell

Mr. Simmons Talks,

we lost some 1,000 ‘phones and imme- 


ages. In the time between the two storms 
we repaired 240 "phones and were about 
ready for the turning on of the lights. 
Now we have lost 1,600 "phones, thus 
undoing all of our former work; 109 poles 
have been broken, and one big cable is 
practically ruined. 

“Today the mayor told me that we 
would ‘tbe obliged to get our service inte 
ehape at once, as the lights had to be 
turned on. Owing to this renewed bad 
weather, We are absolutely unable to get 
our wires into shape in the time allotted 
us. We have been doing a good business; 
we have given good: service, and now we 
need a Rttle leniency, It will be Sunday 
at least before we would be ready for 
the lighting of the city. 

‘Many of our wires run on the same 
the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric COMnpany, and if the 
lights were turned on, our damage would 
be very much larger than under other 
circumstances. 

“As it is, one of our big cables, running 
out Luckie’ street, was badly injured, 
probably rufned. A little while ago I re- 
ceived notice that a pole fell on the cor- 
ner of Baker and Spring streets, which 
of course, broke all the wires in that 
neighborhood. 

“We are doing all we can to repair 
damages. We ask the public to bear 
with us until we get into shape.” 

Pole Falls in West End, ° 

Out in West End yesterday, about 8 
o'clock, one of the telegraph poles fell, 
dragging with it a large number of other 
poles as it fell, thus greatly injuring the 
West End and College Park routes.

These latter reports have been brought 
in from carriers of the rural free delivery 
who state that in most parts of this sec- 
tion of the state the carriers have had ty 
make their way on foot, as it was ‘mpos-
